Farmers 
co-operating with

government's 1940 crop control 
program must place greater em- 
phasis on practices designed to 
conserve and rebuild their soil If 
they would be eligible for shares 
of the $275,000,000 offered in sub- 
sidles. 
The objective of the program, 
officials said today, was two-fold 
—to 
prevent 
accumulation 
of 
greater crop surpluses 
and 
to 
encourage farmers to plant more 
legumes and grasses, which tend 
to enrich the soil. 
As In past years, e^ch farm 


will have a "soil-building" goal 
as well as acreage allotments for 
such major "soil-depleting" crops 
as cotton, corn, wheat, tobacco, 
Rice, potatoes and peanuts. 
For each "unit" of soil-building 
practices 
employed, the 
farmer 


will be allowed $1.50. This Is in 
addition to benefit payments al- 
lowed farmers who plant within 
their acreage 
allotments. 
Soil-building practices 
recom- 
mended by the agriculture depart- 
ment Include 
seeding 
non-crop 
land to legumes, grasses and oth 
er vegetation which prevents wa- 
ter and wind erosion; planting 
forest trees, and contour cultiva- 
tion of land planted to the major 
crops. 
Officials explained that farmers 
would be required 
to 
perform 
more of the soil-building prac- 
tices in 1940 than previously In 
order to get the same amount 
of benefits. 
Thus, under this year's farm 
program, each acre seeded to al- 
falfa entitled the farmer to two 
units 
of 
soil-building practices, 
which in turn gave him $3 in

Little Nation Object Of

number "of dead and injured could not be determined. 


The Soviet invasion began early today, with in- 


fantry advancing into Finnish territory on the Isthmus 
of Karelia under heavy artillery fire.

Soon bombing planes were dropping explosives on 


the Port of Viipuri (Viborg), about 65 miles from the 
Soviet frontier, and Red warships had begun seizing 
Finnish islands in the Gulf of Finland. 


President Kyoesti Kallio declared the country to be 


"in a state of war," issuing a decree "for defense and 


the maintenance of law and order of the Finnish repub- 
lic- 


Finnish d'efense forces were rallied quickly into ac- 


tion, and anti-aircraft batteries fought bitterly against 
the attacking squadrons. 


It was estimated that ten Soviet planes were shpt 


down, of which two fell In Helsinki.

Dismissal wage pay- 
ments and other expenses incident 
to the unification would prevent 
the maximum saving being reach- 
ed for C years, it said.

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SOVIET INVASION FINLAND HAS

The Russian Invasion of Finland 
has In It the possible makings of 
tho general European war which 
the world has been fearing; 
It is too soon to do more than 


point to this possibility. We must 
know the studied reaction of tha 
rest of Europe, especially England 
and Franco, before wo can get a 
definite line on tho situation. 
Just a flash of that attitude al- 
ready has come from London whore 
Premier Chamberlain declared on 
the floor of the house of commons 
that the British government "deep- 
ly regrets" the invasion, and added 
that the attack wasn't justified by 
tho issues involved, 
, 
Prior to the break the European 
countries as a whole had signified, 
either directly or Indirectly, their 
sympathy with Finland's position, 
Our own president some time ago 
led a procession which expressed 
the fervent hope that the Russo- 
Flnnlsh quarrel would be settled 
peacefully. Only last night Wash- 


ington again moved, this time to 
offer good offices to the disputants. 


Situations Are Similar 
Certainly, there has been created 
a situation similar to that which 
precipitated tho Hltlerlan conflict, 
Violence is being used on another 


smaller nation to bring it to terms. 
The Anglo-French brotherhood has 
announced that It Is waging war 
to end precisely such things. Only 
the other day British 
Premier 
Chamberlain declared that the war 
with Germany is broader than the 
Polish Issue—It Is to put a stop to 
armed aggression. 
The Nazi-allied war began with 
the assault on Poland. Smco then 
the allies have added as one of 
their objectives the restoration of 
Czecho-slovakla. In allied political 
circles tho suggestion even has been 
made that Austria be given a 
chance to separate from the Reich 
if it wishes.

What are, or should bo, 
the master motives of mankind? 
To what appeals do people ulti- 
mately respond? What are their 
real goals, nnd their real pur- 
poses? 
Life's Greatest Teacher had a 
unique gift for getting at the heart 
of things. That is why His teach- 
ings are of universal application. 
They fit every land and time and 
condition. 
Again and again, He demolished 
the notion—nowadays more preva- 
lent than then—that life is meant 
for the enjoyment of things; that 
possessions, luxury and ease are 
the ends of existence. Real life re- 
sides in one's loves and loyalties. 
In the credo of Christ, there is no 
•uch sentence as, "A man 
must 
live." We search His words in 
vain for any warrant that 
the 
maintenance of any fixed standard 
of living Is essential to happiness. 
Only one thing really matters: our 
loyalty to our Gleam, to Christ and 
His Kingdom. For within that loy- 
alty are enwrapped, and purified, 
all our lesser loyalties and loves. 


The Now World Order 
That old truth is time-tested. It 
has blossomed into all the new 
forms of humanitarlanlsm which 
have ameliorated the lot of man- 
kind. Nowadays many earnest spir- 
its and profound minds are pon- 
dering the sort of now world order 
that'will follow the present war. 
These ideas do not always get into 
print; but, make no mistake about 
it, they bulk large In the thinking 
and talk of the sober-minded, who 
recognize that civilization simply 
cannot continue along its old pred- 
atory way. 
This resolution to achieve a new 
statu of things In human society 
is the deepest-running tide of our 
time. Along the frothy edges of 
it are many crack-pot 
schemes. 
But the real movement was begun 
by Jesus, when-He chose twelve of 
Hi* closest friends to pioneer the 
proram. He envisaged the King- 
dom . of Heaven as the Ideal form 
of society. While He created no 
organization, He did set In motion 
a propaganda that began with His 
first personal disciples, and has 
continued, 
in 
Increasing power, 


throughout the centuries since. 
The Master Propagandist 


In a day beset by petty, 
and 


often stupid propaganda, 
It is 


helpful to stand aside and take a 
long look, down the ages and over 
the whole earth, at the achieve- 
ments of this Master Propagand- 
ist. 
For It was by propaganda 


alone that Jesus planned to win 
mankind Vf or the Kingdom. True; 
there have been periods when sec- 
tions of His Church ha,ve sought 
to achieve their ends by the exer- 
cise of authority and force; but, 
in the large view, these have all 
mis-carried. Tell the Story, and 
live it out: that was Christ's pro- 
gram. 


Several points arise for com- 
ment as we contemplate the great 
propaganda 
and its beginnings. 
First, Is the utter absence of self- 
ish motives'. Not for gain or glory 
were the disciples sent forth. Sec- 
ond, they were to expect sacrifice, 
hardship, rebuffs, even death. At 
one period of the Early Church, 
the zeal for martyrdom was so 
excessive among the 
Christians, 
that their leaders were obliged to 
warn sternly against It.

Newspaper readers who 


emember the war maps 
published in 1914-1918 find 
he 
current 
output quite 


different. 
There is 
good 


eason. The war itself is 
unlike the last war and un- 
ike the kind of war every- 
one expected. 


So fas there are no great 


mttles anywhere along the 
western front, and conse 
quently maps do not need 
;o show advances 
or 
re- 


treats or areas captured. 
There are maps, however, 
which show the boundaries 
of 1914, 1921 1938 and 
1939. A recent -newspaper 
map, described ^as a "black 
board 
map 
of 
Europe 


showing the war in the 
tenth week," presents Eu 
rope's different countries in 
outline. It is covered with 
balloons bearing 
explana- 


tory legends about the spots 
to which, arrows point. 


A few examples explain 


the method. "Holland and 
Belgium Make Peace Plea," 
reads the one over those 
countries. 
Another,

Munich, says, "Attempt lo 
Kill Hitler." Hovering over 
Rome is this: "Italian Press 
Tells Russia to Keep Out 
of Balkans."

An air alarm sounded at 9:20 
a. m. (1:20 a. m. CST) was ended 
at 2:18 p. m. (7:18 a. m EST)

ECnsoe set fire to several buildings, 
including a hospital which was de- 
stroyed 
Casualties were not im- 


mediately determlnedd. 
The Russian fleet, after taking 
Selskara, was believed to be head- 
Ing toward other Finnish Islands 
in the Gulf of Finland. 
Solskarl 


is near the narrow neck of the 
gulf, just west of Kronstadt, port 
of Leningrad, 
Russia's 
second 
city. 


The government has taken no 
step as yet regarding the removal 
of itself or civilians from Helsin- 
ki. 
The capital is regarded as 
strongly fortified against naval at- 
tack. 
Preliminary orders to the public 
have been drawn, however, and, 
as a precaution, some government 
papers were burned In the base- 
ment of the capltol. 
Vlborg, on the northern shore of 


the Gulf of Finland, 
apparently 
was heavily bombarded from the 
sea. 


Red army troops began crossing 
the Karelian frontier, north of 
Leningrad, under protective Sovi- 
et 'artillery fire along the whole 
length of the border. 
Soviet warplanes swooped over 
Helsinki and droppd five bombs 
on the airport on the outskirts of 
the city. 
Anti-aircraft batteries 


replied vigorously. 
Sirens screamed the first air raid 
alarm at 9:20 a. m. (1:20 a. m, CST) 
as a foreign office spokesman an- 
nounced, "it has started. The war 
Is on." 
Air defense guards quickly and 
calmly took their stations In the 
iilghest buildings and scanned the 
horizon with binoculars, toured the 
streets helping civilians find air 
raid shelters or manned fire pre- 
vention posts. 


No bombs were dropped in Hel- 
sinki itself but a small island in 
the Finnish capital's harbor, was 
bombed. 


Street cars, automobiles, trains 
and all other traffic was halted 
as soon as the air raid wrnings 


conducted by Rev. P. E- Rlley,

Calm also was the keynote of

Calm Is Keynote ' 


Anti-gas units appeared In the 
streets and Helsinki's Inhabitants 
slung gas masks over their shoul- 
ders. 
Small groups of men and wo- 


men stood In the entrances of 
buildings scanning the sky, com- 
paring notes and discussing sud- 
den developments. 
The Russian fleet was reported 
to have sailed from Kronstadt and 
to have participated In bombard- 
ments along the Karellne sea- 
coast. 
The Isthmus lies between 
the Gulf of Finland and Lake La- 
doga, north of Leningrad. 
(Reports In Copenhagen said 
the Soviet fleet had been sighted 
from the Helsinki water 
front,) 


The announcement of war was 
made shortly after bombs had fall- 
en on the airport from three Rus- 
sian planes. 
The crossing of the frontier pre- 


ceded the air raid, the govern- 
ment said, and was accompanied 
by some firing and an artillery 
bombardment of Terljokt. 
Telephone communications with 
the Finnish city of Suojaervl, north 
of Lake Ladoga and almost 300 
miles north of Terljokl, were re- 
ported broken by another Soviet 
artillery bombardment. 


• (Reports In Copenhagen said the 
Soviet fleet had been sighted from 
the Helsinki waterfront. 
(It was reported there also that 
a bomb, apparently Intended for 
a woodpulp factory, had struck a 
nearby hospital. The raiders also 
dropped handbills In the Finnish 
language urging the Finns to co- 
operate with Russia, these reports 
said.)Hopes of Peace Wrecked. 


The foreign office spokesman's 


fateful announcement, "The war Is 
on" apparently wrecked the hopes 
of staying at peace which Finland 
had pinned on a conciliatory note 
handed to Russia after the Soviet 
goverment had broken off diplo- 
matic relations last night. 
The Finns, shocked by the rup- 
ture of relations before they could 
deliver their offer, had waited 
fearfully, aware 
that 
hostilities 
threatened. 
Finland offered to withdraw her 


defense forces from her border 
with Russia near Leningrad, as the 
Soviet had demanded, and to sub- 
mit other differences to Investlga- 
tionn by a joint commission. 


Although border 
patrols 
had 


been ordered to move back at va- 
rious points to avoid clashes with 
red troops, Finland's previous re- 
fusal to withdraw them 12 to 16 
miles at Russia's Insistence, 
led 
first to the Soviet's denunciation 
of the 1932 Finnish-Soviet ,nonag- 
gresston treaty and then to the 
break In relations. 


Foreign Minister Eljas 
Erkko 
made the offer as a gesture toward 
peaceable settlement In replying to 
the Russian decision to annul the 
nonaggresslon pact. 
Note if Ignored. 


The carefully-deliberated Finnish 
note emphasized the agreement In 
the denounced treaty binding the 
neighbors to try to settle any dis- 
putes "In a spirit of justice" and 
creating the machinery for joint 
conciliation. 
"My government," Erkko declar- 


ed, "Is of the opinion it Is not 
justified to denounce the treaty 
of nonaggression which, according 
to the protocol of 1934, remains In

In return, Russia gave back to 
Lithuania her anclont capital of 
Vllna (Wllno), which was seized by 
Poland in 1020 and occupied by 
Russia last September. 
Merely How Long to Last 
The only question In the minds of 
observers now Is how long little 
Finland, aided by the natural de- 
fenses of her forested, lake-studded 
frontier areas, can withstand at- 
tacks In force by Russia's over- 
powering army. 
According to the best available 
statistics, Finland—with a popula- 
tion of approximately 3,304,000— 
can mobilize at most an army of 
000,000 men, about half of whom 
are fairly well trained and equip- 
ped. 
Advices from Helsinki indi- 
cate that about 400,000 men now are 
actually under arms. 
Against this force, Russia, draw- 
Ing upon her population of more 
than 105,000,000, can summon un- 
told manpower. 
While Finland might for a time 
hold off an Invading land force in 
the rough northern country, she 
forms a vulnerable target from 
the air. 
Her air force consists of a hand- 
ful of military planes, most of them 
obsolete, according to the author- 
. Itatlve "Jane's all the world's alr- 
I craft." 
Russia Is generally acknowledged 
to possess one of the world's great- 
est air fleets. 


Surrounded on two sides by wa- 
ter—the Gulf of Bothnia and the 
Gulf of Finland—Finland Is equally 
vulnerable to naval attack. 
Against a larger Russian navy, 
Finland con muster only two small 
' coast defense vessels, five subma- 
rines, six gunboats, 21 minesweep- 
ers, six minelayers and 10 patrol 
boats. 
Fresh Attack Upon 


Smaller Nations

The dollar value of stocks at the 
close of October was six per cent 
greater than a month earlier and 
five per cent larger than on Oct.

FRITZ KUHN, BID 


LEADER, CONVICTED 
OF STEALING $1,217 


FOUND 
GUILTY ON FIVE 


COUNTS AND CAN BE SEN- 


TENCED THIRTY YEARS 


NEW 
YORK, Nov. 30.—(ff)— 
Fritz Kuhn, portly feuhrer of the 
German-American Bund, convicted 
of stealing $1,217 In Bund funds 
and falsifying bund records, will 
face a maximum of 30 years' Im- 
prisonment when ho comes up for 
sentencing December 5. 
He merely blinked his bespec- 


tacled eyes and said nothing last 
night when a jury found him guil- 
ty on five counts of grand larceny 
and forgery. 
Judge James G. Wallace gave 
Kuhn's attorney, Peter L. P. Sab- 
batlno, permission to postpone un- 
til the day of sentencing any mo- 
tions he might care to make. 
Kuhn, who was born in Ger- 


many and became a 
naturalized ' 


American citizen, based his defense 
on the "leadership principle"—that 
he had the right to spend bund 
funds as he saw fit. 


The Judge, In his two-hour-and- 


two-minute charge to the jury, em- 
phasized (1) that "you can't con- 
vict this man for his social, politic- 
al, or economic views, nor can 
you convict him to get rid of him, 
for that would be a threat to civil 
liberties," and (2) that "this man 
Is not on trial because he Is an 
undesirable and unpopular citizen, 
or because he may foster Ideals 
obnoxious to most of our citizens." 


Specifically, Kuhn 
was 
found 


guilty of spending $717 In bund 
funds wrongfully to move the fur- 
niture of Mrs. Florence Camp, his 
erstwhile "Golden Angel," 
from 


Los Angeles to Cleveland to New 
York, and of taking $500 which he 
claimed he paid to James D. C. 
Murray, an attorney, for legal ser- 
vices to the bund. 
He also was 


found guilty of falsifying 
the 


Bund's records to indicate pay- 
ment of the money to Murray, who 
denied he received It.

THREATS! AMERICA 


MINISTER ADDRESSES OPEN- 
ING SESSION TEXAS TEACH- 


ERS ASSOCIATION 


SAN ANTONIO, Nov. 
30.—(ff)— 


The Rev. Everett Jones, San An- 
tonio Episcopal pastor, told Texas 
teachers today the spirit of Intoler- 
ance and prejudice that seems to 
oppress minority groups is among 
the most serious threats to the 
welfare of the United States. 


Speaking at a joint Thanksgiv- 


ing service to which the San An- 
tonio Ministers Assoication had In- 


vited delegates attending the State 
Teachers' 
convention, 
the Rev. 
Mr. Jones said the most serious 
threats facing the' country 
are 


not an unbalanced budget or the 
struggle for the rights of labor. 
He also cited 
the 
"fear 
and 
pride" that would suppress free- 
dom of speech and press, and the 
"cheap conception 
of 
humanity 
that corrupts business and poli- 
tics by saying 'every man has his 
price," as threats. 
Dr. Richard F. Pattee of Wash- 


ington told the teachers at their 
convention session this afternoon 
to turn to the Southern republics 
in their search for cultural accom- 
plishments. 
Dr. Pattee, assistant director of 


the cultural relations 
division of 


the department of state, declared 
that the Latin-American republics 
have much to offer In the matter 
of social reforms and cultural ac- 
complishments and that American 
Teachers should take advantage of 
them.
